Qualifications:  Consists  of  seven  members  comprised  of  the  following:  four  members  appointed  by 
the  Mayor,  including:  a  structural  engineer,  a  licensed  architect,  a  residential  builder. 
and  a  representative  of  a  community-based  non-profit  housing  development 
corporation:  and  three  members  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  including:  a  residential  tenant,  a  residential  landlord,  and  a  member  of  the 
general  public. 
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
